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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

The response filed November 28, 2006, has been received and entered. The text of those 
sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior office action. 

The amendment filed November 28, 2006, has been entered. Claims 1-61 and 82-88 are 
cancelled. Claims 62-81 are pending. 

It is noted that as indicated in the response filed November 28, 2006, Harris et al. indeed 
teaches that the treatment fluid comprises both an ester and a polymer breaker, where the ester 
will hydrolyze and produce an organic acid that will dissolve the filter cake. Therefore, Harris et 
al. fails to meet the requirement in claim 62 that the filter cake is not degraded. For this reason, 
the rejection of claims 62-71 over the prior art of record is hereby withdrawn. 

However, applicant points out that the polymer breaker "will reduce the viscosity of 
polysaccharide thickened compositions and/or also disrupt the filter cake" (page 6 of response, 
second paragraph, emphasis added). The polymer breaker may solely disrupt the filter cake, and 
therefore, the treatment fluid comprising the polymer breaker and the ester would result in 
degradation of the filter cake without reduction in viscosity. Thus, the limitations of claim 72 as 
well as its dependant claims are met by Harris et al. in view of Harada or Dummitriu or York et 
al., and further in view of Parlar et al., Tjon- Joe-Pin et al., and Fisk, Jr. et al. Thus, the rejection 
of claims 72-81 must be maintained. 



Claims 72-81 are not allowed. Claims 62-71 are allowable.
